Under the California Public Records Act, we request the records described at the bottom of this email from the Town of 
Paradise and the Governor's Office of Emergency Services (each, an "Agency"). Please provide all records solely over 
email and in electronic format. I will be remaining anonymous, using only e-mail for contact, and I cannot be required to 
use any particular form for my request. Remember that under City of San Jose v Superior Court (2017), personal email 
and devices used to conduct public business may need to be searched for public records. If your response would incur 
any fees, please contact me first. For each request, indicate whether you have responsive records or not, and whether 
or not you have withheld or redacted any records, along with citations for any statutory exemptions to disclosure you 
are claiming. I look forward to a response from each Agency within 10 calendar days. 

Records requested: 

We received as part of a prior Town of Paradise public record response certain documents entitled "STATE OPERATIONS 
CENTER Situation Status Report 2018 November Wildfires." We would like all such documents in this series. In the past 
we received at least Report No. 52 in this series, so we believe there are at least 52 such reports to disclose. 

Note that this request is being made independently to two different Agencies, and each Agency must produce public 
records "prepared, owned, used, or retained" by that Agency. While we believe the Town of Paradise does not produce 
such reports, prior CPRA responses indicate the Town has at (at least) "used" or "retained" them, in the form of e-mails 
from " Terri.meiorado(S)caloes.ca.gov " 
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
